WHAT WITH quicky 


meetings, rumors, phone calls, 
various plans, and jockeying for 
position by incumbent 
supervisors and city interests, 
political intrigue was more 
rampant in Tulare county during 
the past 10 days than in the 
United Nations, the county 
issue, of course, being the 
realignment of supervisorial 
districts to comply with the 
one-man, one-vote mandate of 
the U.S. Supreme court. : 
YESTERDAY THE decision 
was made by the Tulare county 
board of supervisors: Each of 
the five supervisorial districts, 
under the new setup, will have 
approximately 37,000 residents; 
Porterville, for many, 
years in the first district, now 
represented by Charles J. 
Cummings, was moved into the 
fifth district, represented by Ray 
Muller, the first district, in 
effect, moving north to include 
Strathmore, Springville, Lindsay 
(at present in the first district) 
and picking up Exeter and 
Farmersville; on the west side of 
the county, Don Hillman’s new 
district will include the city of 
Tulare, as it now does, but 
picking up the 99 highway strip 


now in Muller’s district; the City - 


of Visalia will become, virtually, 
a supervisorial district in itself, 
represented by Bob Herrell; 
there is not much, change in Fred 
Batkin’s district in the north end 
of the county, although he does 
pick up Three Rivers. 
ELECTION IN 1972 will be 
conducted on the basis of the 
new supervisorial districts, with 
Hillman, Herrell, and Cummings 
due to run, however, Cummings 
has announced his retirement. 
This leaves the new first district 
wide open, eliminates the 
announced candidacy of one Bill 
Rodgers for the first district 
seat, since he has been 
reapportioned into the fifth 
district, and sets the scene for a 
real “run for the roses” in the 
first district, with the two larger 
communities, Lindsay and 
Exeter, quite likely, competing 
for the vacant seat. 
ALTHOUGH THE 1972 
election will be based on the 
new districts, actual seats on the 
board of supervisors will not 
change until January, 1973, 
when representatives of three of 
the new districts will take office. 
BUT BOTH Muller and 
Batkin are not due to run until 
1974, and they, or their 
successors, would not be seated 
until January 1975. This means 
that those people who have been 


juggled into Muller’s or Ratkin’s

PORTERVILLE — Bill Horst 
of Porterville and John Baird of 
Chaska, Minnesota have never 
met, yet Baird has accurately 
characterized Horst as one who

These. buckskinners or 
mountain types are part of a 
fast-growing number of men 
who have a genuine interest. in 
perpetrating a piece of 
Americana which is eaten away

Says, sportsmen are turning to 


no-kill hunts, which often last 
for 12 hours at a time and end in 
an animal being treed, identified 
by a judge, points awarded to 
the “hunter’’, and release of the 
animal. 

Horst’s own front-loading 
rifle was hand-made by a fellow 
buckskinner and hand-finished 
by him. He can use it with 
deadly accuracy, necessitated by 
the length of time involved in 
re-loading. 

He has three bear kills to his 
record, one at the request of the 
Porterville police department, 
one for a friend who was unable 
to get to the treed animal, and 
one for the meat and hide. Horst 
has been engaged in hunter 
safety for young people for 14 
years, each time emphasizing the 
futility of unnecessary kills. 

Horst’s illustrations for the 
Baird novels and. other 
magazines are only a hobby, he 
says, a sideline to architectural 
drafting, which is his profession. 
In keeping with the buckskinner 
tradition, his pay for illustrating 
the Baird novels was six buffalo 
hides.

Public Hearing 
Set For Raisin | 
Marketing Order 


FRESNO — A public hearing 
on proposed amendments to the 
marketing order for California 
raisins will be held on October 
13 in Fresno, in the State. 
Building Assembly room 1036, 
2550 Mariposa Street, beginning 
at 10:00 a.m. 

Under consideration will be 
several changes requested by the 
California Raisin Advisory 
board, which assists the state 
director of agriculture in 
administering the marketing 
order. 

The principal amendment 
would authorize an increase in 
the total assessment rate from 
the present $5 per ton to a 
maximum rate not to exceed 
$15 per ton. The authorization 
for an increased assessment rate 
would be effective beginning 
with the 1972 crop and continue 
only for three seasons thereafter, 
unless reapproved by the raisin 
producers and processors in 
1975. 

Another amendment would 
provide for submitting 
the marketing order to an 
industry vote every five years to 
ascertain whether raisin 
producers and processors favor 
its continuance or 
discontinuance. 

Testimony at the hearing will 
also be received as to whether 
the existing marketing order 
tends to accomplish the declared 
purposes and objectives of the 
California Marketing Act of 
1937, the basic enabling 
legislation under which the 
marketing order was established.
